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X « We have not made eny positive progress in identifying "HUELSE* 
of the SAVfER papere^b^f are Inclined toward the idea that it Is a ^ 
pseudonym, rather than; airue name. We have speculated that It nay have 
been the cover name used -tdr 3AUIER Massif . The basis for this speculation 
la the meaning of the Oeitban word "HUELSE" which is a covering or hull (such 
as a pea-pod. or cigarette paper) and that SAUTER was the collection point for 
all the reports of the aub^agents , i.e., he was the "HUELSE* where all the 
reports were collected and analyzed, ^ In studying the SAlfTBR papers, it 
appears that "HUEISE” was acre of an analyst who cams to osrtaln conclusions 
based on sub-agent reports, rather than a sub-agent collecting data. "HUEISE" 
also Is signed to reports covering all geographl oa l^areaa as opposed to other 
sub-agents who apparently operated In certain areas which, in turn, points 
to the central collection office. We have found only one or two reports, one 
signed "AS* and another "SPRING", which are obviously 3AU1ER. We know, on 
the other hand, that he was directing the entire operation and oust have done 
some of the analytical work and must have signed s one reports. If for no other 
reason than to Justify his position as chief of the group reporting to 3B3SI2SR. 

2. The trace request contained in reference does not specify whether 

traces are required on Capt. Heinz SCtf4AlS€HLABGER, HMDEN-HYHSCH, and Prau 
yon HUKIBE allegedly nee HUEMCHAU3BN, or only on Frau von WIKTSK. We found 
no trace on a Frau von HUKTSgf allegedly nee MO ENCHAUBB N. One of seven 
children of Generaloberst r^irt Freiherr von HAMMKRSTKDJ, Maria Lulse, was 
married to a von MUENCHHAU3EN in ,1937 and divorced from him in 1952. According 
to UPSWING, (see BGLA 137i$ of 4 May 1955) Marie Lulse von HAfHERSTEIN, who 
was married variously to DTv Jur. Morgens yon HARBOW von de HBI22N from 1955 
to 1956, to von MUENCHHAUSEN from 1957 to 1952, "held political views contrary 
to her birth and upbringing* which, in short, meant that she was Cocsamlst- 
orlented. HGBA 7591 of 8 December 1950 also' contains information on the pro- 
Sastem activities of one of the von HAJtffiRSTKIN daughters. According to 
reference, Prau v~ HURT3R was travelling under the name von HUELSE as of 1959* 
Marie lulse von l NCHHAUSEH, nee yon HAWERSTEXN, DOB: 27 September 1908, 
would logloally fc^ve been travelling under thg-JMfe von MUENCHHAU3EN as of 1939* 
having been married to von MUENCXHAU^j^ft^raUn she does not appear to be 
identical with Frau von < 

3. There are extensive *«M^n^*YL^CHMAI3CHLAEaEH; mostly in the 
AEBATH project ard all available in $aflftuarters. We found no identifiable 
traces on HEYDEN-JftKSCH. 
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
